Attacks show how 
such crimes aren’t 
isolated to families

The mass shooting in 
Sutherland Springs last 
week left America shocked, 
searching fora cause, some- 
thing to explain the brazen 
slaughter of 26 people as 
they prayed. 

They wondered what 
could have possessed 
Devin Patrick Kelley, the 
26-year-old disgraced air- 
man identified as the shoot- 
er, to act with such cruelty. 

One fac- 
tor that sur- 
faced early 
in the inves- 
tigation — a 
chaotic past 
of domestic 
abuse and 
violence — 
has proved 
all too com- 
mon in Tex- 
as in recent 
years. 

Domes- 
tic violence 
cases have 
Hardy risen sharp- 

ly across 
the state, with more than 
210,000 wives, girlfriends, 
husbands and others suf- 
fering death or injury at 
the hands ofa family mem- 
ber in the past two years. 
More than 550 wives or 
girlfriends were killed by a 
domestic partner between 
2012 and 2016, according to 
state figures. 

“We continue to under- 
estimate the reach and dev- 
astation of domestic vio- 
lence,” said Gloria Aguilera 
Terry, chief executive of the 
Texas Council on Family 
Violence. “Domestic vio- 
lence thrives in the silence 
and obliviousness we give 
it. Only when we confront 
the very conditions which 
allow domestic violence to 
exist will our homes, public 
spaces and places of wor- 
ship be truly safe.” 

For Stephanie Johnson, 
the explosion of violence 
last Sunday in Sutherland 
Springs felt all too familiar. 

Johnson’s daughter was 
found dead last year in her 
ex-husband’s Galveston 
County home, weeks after 
vanishing on her way to 
pick up her son. 

Johnson had watched

Hundreds join 
town in mourning 


At Sutherland Springs church service, 
pastor shares heartache, preaches 
power of faith, love to overcome evil

SUTHERLAND 
SPRINGS — A week after 
aformer Air Force enlisted 
man killed 26 worshippers 
in the worst mass shooting 
in Texas history, the pastor 
whose teenage daughter 
was among the victims 
called on more than 700 
people to choose love. 

“This past weekend 
our country was attacked, 
our state was attacked, 
our church was attacked,” 
Sutherland Springs First 
Baptist Church Pas- 
tor Frank Pomeroy told 
the standing-room-only 
crowd Sunday. “We cel- 
ebrate and remember the 
veterans who fought and 
died so that we can have 
freedom in this country. 


But last weekend, men, 
women and children also 
fought and died for the 
freedom we have here this 
morning. We have the free- 
dom to proclaim Christ. 
Folks, we have the freedom 
to choose, and rather than 
choose darkness as one 
young man did that day, I 
say we choose life.” 

The service, held in 
a large white tent on 
a baseball field under 
heavy security, had the 
feel of an old-fashioned 
revival. Those on hand, 
some among them from 
Seguin, New Braunfels 
and San Antonio, joined 
locals from the Suther- 
land Springs area as a 
band played gospel mu- 
sic. Cheers and shouts of 
“Amen!” echoed around

TEHRAN, Iran — At 
least 140 people have been 
killed in a 7.3-magnitude 


Iran’s Kermanshah Prov- 
ince said early Monday. 

The death toll is expect- 
ed to rise as a spokesman 
for Iran’s Interior Minis- 
try said rescue efforts in 
the mainly Kurdish region 
could only begin properly 
after sunrise. 

The quake’s epicenter
